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Changes 

1. This Change Transmittal issues updates to 2 FAM 1100, Directives. 

• 2 FAM 1111.1, Policy adds a new paragraph that articulates 
Department policy that the only authoritative text of the Foreign 
Affairs Manual (FAM) or its Foreign Affairs handbook series (FAH) is 
the text that the Office of Directives Management (A/GIS/DIR) 
maintains on its web sites, and that personnel who administer 
Department Web sites must not post copies of FAM or FAH material on 
such Web sites; providing instead a hyperlink to the authoritative text. 

• 2 FAM 1115.1, revises the title and description of 11 FAM to include 
legal affairs (the title was changed under CT: POL-49 of 08-09-2011. 

• 2 FAM 1115.1, adds listings for new Volumes 17 (which will cover 
Grants Policy Directives) and 18 (Strategic Direction and Management: 
Policies, Principles, and Practices (CT:SDM-)). 

• 2 FAM 1115.1, revises the description of A/GIS/DIR maintenance of 
the FAM and FAH to include that it also maintains the definitive archive 
and historical record of prior FAM (and FAH) provisions 

The new policy changes were in response to problems that have occurred 
over time, when material is posted in a static manner but then not kept 
updated. Users would unknowingly not have current policy or procedures. 
Among other issues, this causes legal problems for the Department. 

2. If this issuance changed less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use dark magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed. 

4. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
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the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1111.1). 

5. The office responsible for the material in this subchapter is A/GIS/DIR. 
Please direct questions concerning content substance and interpretation 
to this office. Administrative questions on the Foreign Affairs Manual or 
Handbooks can be directed to A/GIS/DIR, Office of Directives 
Management.
